COOLING MILK BY. 
' ELECTRICITY NEW 


Current Is Cheaper Than Ice- 
on Many Dairy Farms. 


“The advent of ets elect refrigera- 
tion as a new method of covling milk 
has awakened new interest among 
dairymen in the eost and etticiency of 
the several methods used to get low 
temperatures in their cooling vats,” 
said R, F. Bucknam of the New York 
Agricultural college, in a radio talk. 
As long as it was a question of an- 
other cake of ice from a_ well-filled 
ice house, no one worried much about 
the cost of cooling milk on farms. But 
when the cost of cooling shows up 
every month on the bill for electricity, 
interest in the subject develops rapid- 
ly, Mr. Bucknam said. 

Although there is ccnsiderable wath: 
ation in the cost of electric equipment 
and its installation, {: may be roughly 
estimated that the investment will be 
from $75 to $100 for each can ca- 
pacity. 

The amount of current required ts 
easily ascertained. Studies made in 
Wisconsin show an average require- 
ment of about eight-tenths of a kilo- 
watt hour for ey | can of milk cooled. 
This investigatiof reports studies in 
large-size dairies where a high effi- 
ciency may be expected. Limited in- 
vestigation in New York snows that 
the kilowatt hour consumption to a@ 
can was somewhat uigher.. At rates 
available in most of New York, the 
cost of actual operation would be- 
about five cents for current and nine 
cents a can for maintenance of equip- 
ment, making a total cost for cooling 
with electricity of fourteen cents a 
can, as compared with a cost of six- 
teen cents by ice cooling as generally 
figured. 

If a farmer has a good ice honae: a 
convenient ice pond, and no serious 
labor problems, it would probably be 
cheaper for him to continue with ice, 
according to Mr, Bucknam. If, on the 
other hand, it is necessary to build a 
Dew ice house, or go to any great 
expense to repair one, or if labor is a 
serious problem, the -use of electricity 
should be thoroughly investigated.

Calves Require Protein 
Ration During Winter 


Young calves trying to live through 
their first winter on cornstalks, straw, 
or prairie hay will do much better if 
given a little cottonseed cake to sup- 
ply the protein their bodies need for 
normal growth. Tests of the last few 
years at the Valentine experiment sta- 
tion of the University of Nebraska 
have. shown that from one-half to one 
pound of pea size cottonseed cake per 
calf per day in conjunction with 
prairie hay is enough to produce the 
most economical gains. In all these 
tests, the gains were worth several 
times the cost of the cake. The cot- 
tonseed cake may be fed in bunks, 
or some cattlemen prefer to scatter it 
on clean ground by throwing a sack 
over a horse and letting the cake 
dribble out slowly as they ride around 
the field. 

The calves used in the Valentine 
tests ‘vere continued each year on 
pasture during the summer and then 
fed out the next winter at the egricul- 
tural college experiment station in 
Lincoln. In each case, the completed 
tests showed that uo one can afford 
to stunt young catves.\’The. thin, 
stunted calves did gain rapidly on 
the grass the next summer, but they 
never caught up with those that had 
cottonseed cakes the first winter.

No Method of Defense 


The Great Auk of gare-fowl whe 
the only bird In the northern hem!s- 
phere that could not fly. In getieral 
appearance it resembled the penguin, 
It was about as large ax a goose, was 
black on its hend and back and white 
beneath. Its legs were very far back 
so it stood ulmost upright, having, on 
Innd, the appearance of sitting on its 
tail. It ranged from the Bay of Ris- 
eay to Greenland and was found in 
greatest numbers op certain rocky ts- 
lands near Iceland and Newfoundland. 
It was quite helpless agnuinst enemies 
on land and wus killed largely fur the 
snke of Its feuthers. The last known 
example wie killed tn 1944. Its exys 
are highly valued by collectors, some 
times bringing as high as $1,500, 
There are only about seventy exum- 
ples known. The grent avk was the 
bigzert of a large fnmily in the spe- 
cles, comprising guillemots or murres 
and puffins. They breed in vast mixed 
communities on cliff ledges from 
Greenland, Icelnnd and Spitzbergen to 
the St. Lawrence, Maine and oorth- 
western Europe. They Iay a large 
blotched egg pointed at one end so 
it tends to roll fn a circle, thus nut 
falling from the ledge.
